Thev would say, ** How 
terrible,” and then forget. But. he stated. “ not 
one Jew in Palestine forgets one of these episodes 
forgets that the woman im the next settlement had 
hes one-year-old daughte: roasted alive in tront of 
her eves.. And when the scales scemed once more 
io be weighted against them. the . last tenuous 
threads snapped, they said: * There is no hope: 
therefore let us die fighting as we did agains

Jewish Goodwill Alienated 


{From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM]) 


Barbed wire has become a permanent feature of 
the Jerusalem scene. It is strewn practically through- 
out the ciiy, eviher preventing all pedest ran 
uwaflic or else providing a snare io. the unwary. 

In the centre of Jerusalem a new Government and 
Army Citadel—possibly to replace the one the 
British troops have evacuated in Cairo—is being 


formed. It consists of a number-of large business 
premises which housed hundreds of firms, law 
offices, and shops. The occupants, about ¥5 per

ACCUSED SING 
Stern Gang Members’ Defiance 


The trial began before a military court in Haila 
on Monday of 19 youths and four girls accused 
of having attacked railway workshops in the Haila 
Bay area during the night of June 17. when 11 
Jews were killed in a fight with soldiers. 

The accused did not rise when the court entered 
and began singing when an interpreter was sworn 


in. They continued singing during the whoie pro- 
ceedings, which lasted 25 minutes. As it was 
impossible to conduct the tral m= an orderly 


fashion. the President adjourned the trial unul the 
following day. The President warned the defen- 
dants that the trial would be conducted in their 
absence if they continued to disturb the proceed- 
ines.

PRESIDENT TRUMAN AND 


THE PLAN 
Reported Recommendations 


President Truman's reply to the proposals of the 
Anglo-American experts fer the federalisation of 
Palestine was received by the British Government 
on Wednesday, and, it is reported, was discussed 
at a special Cabinet meeting. 

Although no disclosure has been made as to 
the nature of the President's recommendations, two 
separate reports of suggested modifications to the 
original experts’ plan have been given wide 
currency 

One recommendation of the President 
is that the Jews be given an area of 1,800 square 
miles.as against the 1.500 square miles proposed by 
ihe experts, and that they be given greater control 


over immigration 

The other report states that the President has 
put forward a “ Jewish Agency plan © for the part- 
tion of Palestine into Jewish and Arab States. 
According to this scheme, says the New York 


rrurs. the. Jewish State is to comprise the whole of 
Galilee. the Negev, and-the Central Jordan Valley, 
and the Arab State is to comprise Samaria, includ- 
ing Jaffa. Jerusalem would be placed under inter- 
national control. The Jews would be in control of 
immigration into their territory | 

Pending termination of the British Mandate, for 
which a definite date Was to be set, a transiuonal 
regime would be estabhshed. Ihe Jewish State 
would agree to the éstablishment of British naval 
and military bases within its territory, the scheme 
concludes. 

A third. “guess” is that of the News 
New York correspondent vesterday, 
that the President has dechned to accepi any pro- 
posals and has turned the whole problem back to 
Britain 
Federal Plan a “ Sell-out” 

Judge Joseph CC. Hutcheson, American Chairman 
ol the Anglo-American of Inquiry. was 
reported Washington week to have described 
the plan tor the federalisation of Patestine as “ an 
attenuated ghetto. 

At a meeting of the members of the American 
Inquiry Committee and the American Cabmet Com- 


mittee. the Actine Secretary of State, Mr. Dean 
Acheson. is reported to have said that if Judge 
Hutcheson could’ prove the charge that the plan 


could be described as “* a ghetto’ he. Mr. Acheson 
and the Secretaries of the War Department and the 


Navy Department would advise President Truman 
to reject the plan. 

Judge Hutcheson’s colleagues on the Committee 
are said to have stated thal the proposals known 


as Plan ¢ had been Sugecsied by some British 
members of the Inquiry. Committee at Lausanne. 
but that this plan. had been rejected in its entirety 
by the American members of the Committee. Dr 
Grady, Chairman ot the Expert American- Com- 
mittee was Stated to have been blamed for having 
approved the scheme belore. consulting his col- 
leagues Judge Hutcheson described the British 
proposals as a complete sell-out, a very pretty and 
even a grandiose sell-out, but a sell-out nonetheless.

All organised movement of Jewish refugees will 
be turned back in the American zones of Germany 
and Austria in future, it was announced last Friday 
by the commander of the American Forces in 
~~ General Joseph T. McNarney. 

“ The United States has never adopied a policy 
of the American zone being a station on the way 
to Palestine, or any other place,” 
McNarney added. 

Similar steps were announced by the British C.- 


in-C.. General Sholto Douglas, rewarding the 
British zone. He declared that further infiltration 
of illegal immigrants from the East, including 
Polish Jews, would be prevented. The Russians 


had been asked to co-operate in this effort 

General McNarney’s new policy has been bitterly 
attacked by the American Jewish Committee and 
the American Zionist Emergency Council 

The American Jewish Committee stated that 
there was no such thing as “ organised movement ™ 
of Jewish infiltrees. Those Jews of whom General! 
McNarney spoke, the Committee said, were ficcineg 
from terror and wished to go to Palestine 

The American Zionist Emergency Council 
deplored General McNarney’s new policy and gave

General McNarney’s action took American

Now the only route still open tor retugees 
from Czechoslovakia leads through the Russian 
zone of Austria to the American sector of Vienna 
whence they are transferred to the American Zone 
of Austria 

On several occasions recently, the Russians, it is 
reported, inmiertered with refugees crossing ther 
zone, but it is not known wheher this is an 
established policy.

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DEADLOCK 


THE. British Government's harsh measures against the 
flow of immigration will produce no easing ol the dead- 
lock which confronts the whole Palestine problem, _ nor 
will it assist to assuage the tragic dilemma which faces 
world Jewry. This is not statesmanship; it is improvisa- 
tion. ‘Rarely has British imperial policy suffered such a 
failure as it faces to-day in Palestine Three decades ol 
weakness, incompetence, and unfulfilled promises have led 
lo the present 11 passe and, instead of finally presenting a 
bold policy and entorcing I, the Government appears to 
have been hamstrung while it waited for the President 
of the United States to make up his mind. Mr. TRUMAN'S 
views and proposals have at last been received mn London. 
As we write. no official disclosure of: their contents has 
heen made. and comment is therefore impossible. In the 
meantime. to show that it had not gone to siecp, Downing 
Street issued orders against “illegal ~ immigration, thereby 
fanning the easiest but by no means a simple course, and 
Striking at the weakest and most untortunate of the ‘various 
parties concerned So long as no far-seeing policy 1s 
evolved, such action can only aggravate the problem stl 
more. Wedo not doubt the British Government's sincerity, 
nor its genuine “svmpathy for the suffering of the Jewish 
people in Europe — (to quote the words of the official state- 
ment), but we aré deeply concerned about the wisdom of 
its action, which is a very different matter. 

Ihe Government's statement impugns the genuincness 
of the movement towards Palestine. But this only shows 
al profound lack ol appreciation of the fundamental prob- 
lem. The attraction which Palestine has exercised on the 
minds of all Jews, and especially those reared in Eastern 
Europe, is one of the basic elements of the cognate 
Palestine and Jewish problems. So long as neither Great 
Britain nor any other Power has been able to discover an 
additional country or countnes to which Jews can emigrate, 
it is obvious that their entire hopes wil] be centred exclu- 
sively on the one country to which religion, tradition, and 
practical considerations direct their attention. Doubtless. 
more than one interested party has exploited this urge, but 
the fault lies not so much with these bodies as with those 
( hnstian lands which have bolted their doors against the 
persecuted and needy 

The misfortunes of the Jewish people have received so 
much publicity, and have been the objects of such wide- 
spread controversy, that no satisfaction is gained trom the 
searchlight which the press of the world ts directing upon 
this complex and tragic subject. The amount of space 
devoted to the problem does, however, indicate its great 
importance, not only to us, who are the unwilling victims 
of this publicity, but also to a large part of the rest of the 
world Ihe deadlock in Palestine has become a major 
factor in international affairs. The settlement of Jews in 
Palestine is no longer a semi-parochial matter of collecting 
funds and establishing agricultural colonies. It is a world 
problem of great magnitude Jewry as a whole ts 
interested, not only the Jewish Agency. In this connection 
it 1s worth recalling that, according to Article 4 of the 
Mandate, “an appropriate Jewish Agency shall be recog- 
nised as a public body for the purpose of advising and 
co-operating with the Administration of Palestine.” — In 
view of the reports which are circulating, it may be asked 
what would be the position of the Agency if it should 
refuse to co-operate with the Mandatory Power. Jewry 
must at last awake to its full responsibilities, and must. see 
to it that tts voice is .heard through the medium of 
authoritative and Sagacious representatives. 

Ihe Palestine predicament impinges directly’ on the 
foreagn and domestic aflairs of three great countries, or 
combinations of countnes. First, as regards Britain, it has 
become the. nodal point of her whole Middle Eastern 
pohey. The importance of this area to the British Common- 
wealth, strategically, pohtically, and economically, with the 
lessons of the last war fresh in our minds, needs no stress- 
ing. The natural tendency towards independence among the 
Arab countries has obliged Britain to look towards that 
land. where Zionist politicians have constantly proclaimed 
that a Jewish population would be an indomitable bulwark 
against her foes, for her principal military base. Inher 
domestic atlairs, too, Palestine is playing a bigger share 
than ever betore.. Not only has the question of policy 
become an important matter in party politics, but, perhaps 
more Significant, it has been brought right into the homes 
o thousands of citizens as a consequence of the distasteful 
tusks which are being imposed on the British forces 
stationed in the Holy Land. While it is important not to 
e\aggerate the ill-eftects which the operations are produc- 

ing on thousands of ordinary people, it cannot be denied 
ihat the pro-Jewish sympathies which were engendered 

nong tens of thousands of troops who. saw Palestine 
vunmg the war are being vitiated by the animosity which 

present conditions inevitably create. Fortunately, how- 
yer and it ts a mark of the unique genius which lies in 
ihe Britush character—the Briton is a remarkably. bad 

‘ter, Or We might long ere now have felt in England a 
ch actin anti-Semitism raised by the disagreeable 
dangerous work of governing Palestine to-day 

in the United States: the Palestine predicament has 


become seriously entangled in the fabric of the country's 
political life. The emphasis which the party bosses are 
placing on the Jewish vote is liable to do more harm than 
good to the somewhat precarious Jewish position in that 
country, while the manner in which certain Jewish politi- 
cians have exploited their newly-found influence is likely, 
in the long run, not only to return as a boomerang 
on the Jewish Community, but, by its vulgarity and ingenu- 
ousness, to poison Anglo-American relations, upon whose 
harmony the peace of the world largely depends. The 
hesitation which was shown by President TRUMAN in for- 
mulating his Administration's policy in regard to Palestine, 
and the absence of any constructive programme to 
alleviate the pressing need of the Jewish displaced 
persons by proposing the opening of additional living 
spaces in the New World, have tended to make what Mr. 
Dran ACHESON described as a “delicate and explosive 
Situation even more combustible. 

The reaction of the Arab population of the Middle East 
to events in Palestine has been noteworthy. Their leaders 
have shown a restraint which is not only remarkable but, 
from the Arab point of view, is likely to pay a high divi- 
dend. By sitting back and watching the conflict between 
the Jews and British, the Arabs can pose as_ the 
good boys of the class, and thus to gam materially and 
politically. While the Jews are dissipating their .energies 
and their moral assets in fighting those who should be 
their best friends, the Arabs ure able to exact ever better 
terms in their peaceful negotiations to gain independence 
in those countries where Britain ts still lodged, and, at the 
same time, to keep a watchtul eye on the Great Power, 
looming ever larger over their north-eastern horizon, who, 
sooner or later, will make a bid to increase her influence 
on the world’s highway between East and West. 

Thus, it will be seen, events are moving too fast for the 
eflort of puny politicians to control their direction. 
Indecisron, short-sightedness, and chauvinism have ended in 
deadlock. The noble .conceptian of the Jewish National 
Home is in imminent danger of remaining a dream, the 
urgent humanitarian problem of the refugees from the 
European hell is being diverted into the transit camps 
of Cyprus, and Palestine itself is daily degenerating into a 
pawn in the sordid game of power and party politics 
Before it is too late, Jewry must assert its interest in its 


destiny, produce its responsible leaders-——or suffer. the 
consequences. 


AN ENDLESS MYTH 

ANTI-SEMITISM, the hatred of the Jew as Jew, has, of course. 
more than one root, and it has been traced back with justifica- 
tion to several sources. Vo one of these roots, probably the 
oldest. a letter in these columns last week drew attention. . it 
is the myth that the Jews killed Jesus. Our correspondent 
called attention to the dissemination of this hate-rousing stor 
through the B.B.C., from which, surely, one would have been 
justihied im expecting greater: care and. a_ greater sense of 
responsibility. The B.B.C. was, however, following precedent 
in allowing this story to be perpetuated. It chose the Sunday 
Children’s Hour for the purpose, just as the Sunday School 
has, in modern times, been a most effective vehicle for spreading 


it. Some of the most liberal of Churchmen have done their’ 


best to consign this myth to the oblivion to which it properly 
belongs. But still: it persists and flourishes, and is brought out 
In many Ways. - Recently, for example, at a service in a church 
in a Manchester suburb in memory of a young townsman who 
was a victim ot the King David Hotel tragedy, the preacher 
told the mourners that they would be comforted in the know- 
ledge that their loved-one had suffered im exactly the same 
way as had their Saviour, by being killed by the Jews in Jerusa- 
lem. Nor has the story any geographical limitations, Even 
i) the Shanghai district, where anti*Semitism, at least among 
the Chinese, is virtually non-existent, the humble Chinese con- 
vert to Christianity, on being catechised on his Faith, has been 
known to explain that “ Sassoon-man”™ (the local, colloquial 
term tor a Jew) “killed Christian big Joss.”’ The plea has often 
been made before, and it js renewed again: is it not possible 
for the Churches or some of their outstanding leaders to take 
some concerted action to bring at least this one cause of an 
apparenily endless campaign of hatred to an end” 


A “SMEAR” CAMPAIGN 

By the time that news becomes “ sensational.’ we- must 
expect—though we deplore the fact-——that it will be presented 
lacking in objectivity, tendentious, and superficial. So it has 
been during the last week in regard to the story of the 


“illegal” immigrants to Palestine. In an endeavour to make. 


headlines, the newspapers have presented the story in such a 
way that the fundamental. problems which have given rise to 
the events have been obscured or distorted, and the poignant 
human problem involved has been submerged beneath a welter 
of innuendo. The sufferings of the refugees in Europe, the 
ghastly background against which this exodus is staged, the 
mental anguish of the Palestinian Jews, have been largely 
overlooked. instead we have been treated to what has looked 
like a deliberately fostered propaganda campaign, aimed at 
justifying the British Government's: unjustifiable policy. The 
whole concept of Zionism has been called into question 
by a deliberate attempt to underrate the age-old attachment of 
Jews to their homeland. The Psalmist’s crv, “If 1 forget thee, 
© Jerusalem, may my right hand forget her cunning,” has been 
conveniently forgotten. At the same time, there has appeared 
a concerted effort to defend the Government's past policy by 
producing what, in the circumstances, is a side issue, namely. 
the part which Britain has played——and to which we give full 
recognition—in admitting refugees, both Jewish and non-Jewish, 
to this country. But now the 200,000 refugees mentioned in 
the official statement have become “200,000 Jews” in more 
than one commentary. In fact, the total number of Jewish 
refugees in the country is 70,000 


MILITARY CONTROL IN PALESTINE 


PaLesTIne is, if ~ot literally so, for all practical purposes 
under martial law, with Emergency Defence Regulations ; 
force which are certainly tighter than anything we eve 
experienced in Britain even during the darkest days of the wa, 
fo those accustomed to live under a free, liberal governmen 
life under military control, with limitations on freedom whic) 
have grown to be almost part of one’s existence, can be we! 
nigh intolerable. One is irked and irritated almost eve) 
moment of one’s day. Restrictive regulations of so wide 
nature must of necessity cause the large number of innoce 
often to suffer on account of the small minority of the guili, 
or of those suspected of guilt. For instance, a curfew, if i: 
imposed, must apply to everyone, apart from a small numb: 
of understandable exceptions, or not be imposed at all. Ry 
even in the working of a curfew there are degrees. Complain 
are. coming from Palestine. which suggest that the curt 
introduced there are worked far too rigidly § and 
sympathetically. Obviously, the approach to such meas) 
by the civilian who suffers from thejr effects is vastly diffe: 
from that of the soldier who has the duty of inflicting th, 
and allowance must be made for that fact. Yet one ts entitled 
to demand that the authorities should administer the regulati: 
as humanely as ts practicable. “Curfew” orders should 
mean, for example, as ts alleged by quite objective observes. 
mcluding a British Christian civil servant and responsible Britist 
journalists, that soldiers should fire on anyone, even a ¢ly'd 
who stands at the window or the door of his own ho: 
[hese same observers, and others equally to be believed, ho 
made charges. that quite unnecessary brutality has been 
cised and damage caused during the “screening * of thousand: 
of people in the search for suspects and the searching of 
premises everywhere. It cannot be too strongly urged tha: 
if such charges are made, they should be investigated and 
answered. And if they are indeed true, then it must be insisied. 
too, that the sooner such tactics are stopped by those 
more highly placed the better. They can only have the effect 
otherwise of exacerbating the anger of the Yishuv, and of 
destroying any chance there is of the restoration of respec 
for the British soldiers statroned there and the administratax 
of which they are the servants. 


DOMINIONS AND THE OLD COUNTRY 


[He presence in this -country im recent weeks. o! 
prominent Rabbis and Jewish Ministers. from the Dor 


has been welcome on several grounds. Old friends—for mos: 
ot the leading Dominion Jewish Ministers served form: n 
this country-—are always welcome, and many of our local Com, 
munities have been glad to place thei pulpits at the disposa 
of our guests. But there are greater and wider addy, yes 
of a mutual quahty in these \visits. Intimate contac! 
other Communities must necessarily widen one’s outlook. bhe 


visitor, learning at first. hand of Jewish problems in 
country and of the steps taken to deal with them, is able to 
draw on a wider experience when he returns to his own county 
and turns to the problems of bis Community there. The hosts 
on their part, learn from their. guests how difficulties, not \« 
different from their-own, are dealt with, it is hoped successtu 
elsewhere. And, not the smallest of the advantages,- there is 
the Opportunity of mutual spiritual benefit to be drawn trom 
these meetings. It would be as well if mare frequent visits 
of this kind could be arranged and if they were not limited 
merely to the flew weeks of an annual vacation. It is wo 
considering whether a scheme for the interchange of' piilpits, 
if only on a limited scale, between Anglo-Jewry and the 
Dominions could not be arranged. HW one or more of o 
younger promising ministers were to spend six months oj 
year by invitation in one of the Domimons, the result could 
not be otherwise than advantageous and invigorating. And 
if in return some of the prominent Ministers in South Afric: 
Australia, or Canada were to spend a similar period ai «a 
Synagogue in this country, their services to their own Com 
munities in the future would inevitably prove more valuabis 
even than they are now,

OUR UNIVERSITY 


* Growing Pains ” of a Great 
Institution | 


By Sir LEON SIMON, CB. 


In the summer of 1945 the Board of Governors 
of the Hebrew University invited me to become 
Chairman of its Executive Council in Jerusalem 
Oiher commitments prevented me from taking up 
my duties until May of this year. and private 
reasons brought me back to England at the end of 
July. Thus my close contact with the University 
has been limited so far to a“ preliminary canter "’ 
of about ten weeks, in the course of which I have 
been able to learn something at first hand about 
ihe University and us problems. 

On July 22, two days before I was due to leave 
Jerusalem, I invited a number of foreign news- 
paper correspondents to come up to Mount Scopus 
and be shown over the University. ‘In the course 
of a brief introductory talk 1 told them that I knew 
that they had come to Palestine in search of more 
exciting game, but that it would, in my opinion, 
be no bad thing if the readers of their papers were 
a less about explosions and arrests, and 
a lithe more about the constructive achievements 
of the. Jewssh people in Palestine. That was at 
about half-past ten in the morning Iwo hours 
later, before we had left Mount Scopus, the out- 
rage at the King David Hotel took place, and no 
“doubt my well-meant efforts to tell the world 
something about the University went up in smoke 

This meident may be said to epttomise both 
the strength and the weakness of the University’s 
appeal. kts work for scwnce and learning goes 
sicadily on despite all political upheavals, ard 
claim on the allegiance and support of the Jewish 
people is the stronger for that reason: but im the 
clamorous agony of the times in which we live 
ts Sull, small voice has lithe chance of being heard 
None the less, it is our University, one of the all 
too few things that we are entitled as a people 
to call our own, and perhaps in less distressful times 
we shall be readier to appreciate its value 


Twenty-Ome Vears 


In «he twenty-one years of its existence the 
University has expanded from the original nucleus 
of three smail research institutes into a teaching 
Lniversity with well-deVeloped faculties of the 
Humanities and the Sciences, with an academic 
stall of about one hundred and fifty: and a student 
hody approaching one thousand. It has among its 
prolessors. and lecturers many men of eminence 
n ther respective fields, who have made sub- 
tantial contributions to learning and science. and 
among US youngel teachers and graduates some 
who show promise of achieving similar distinction 
m the. future. On the purely practical side its 
researclies have been of benefit to: the agriculture 
and imdustry of Palestine in more ways than one: 
and, despite accusations of “aloofness from the 
lite of the Yishuv—-which, incidentally, is no ‘bad 
ihing in So tar: as means treedom trom the en- 
iangliements of poliics—its Adult Education 
( ommuttee provides many thousands of lectures 
annually, on all manner of subjects, for the many 
who are athirst for knowledge in towns and settle- 
ments Its library of over 400,000 volumes 
iso the Jewish National Library: and ministers 
io the needs of the whole YVishuy Scores of its 
vraduates are serving the Yishuv as teachers or in 
other professional Capacities. For students from 
he Diaspora, as well as tor those of Palestine itselt, 
the Instutute. of Jewish Studies offers unrivalled 
opportuniues for study and research in a field of 
which the cultivation 1s at once of Special interest 
to Jews and of vital importance for the develop- 
ment.and reimvigoration of Judaism And this 
st of some of the things that the University has 
done and is domg might be greatly expanded 

[here rs another side to the shield Remarkable 
us the development of the University has been in so 
short a timme, it has been to a large extent a for- 
Suuous rather than a planned development. Several 
lactors, including the pressure of students excluded 
trom buropean Universities, the obvious duty of 
enubhng scholars. and scientists who were victims 
©) Hitlerism to continue their work in the National 
Home, and the predilections of individual bene- 
factors, have combined to produce a rather lop- 
sided structure, in which there are both gaps and 
superfluities, both over- and under-development. 
Moreover, the. variety of sources from which the 
teaching staff has had to be drawn has so tar made 
it smpossible io achieve any substantial unity of 
academic pattern. The. Unversity is suil a 
meclung-pot, and to some .extent a battle-ground, 
of different traditions and outlooks. And the 
educauion which it. provides tends; in my opinion, 
(oo much in the direction of specialisation and too 
littl: in that of the provision of a broad, general 
culture

The students, a large proportion of whom 
have to earn a meagre living while they study, are 
sadly neglected: there are no hostels and far too

workers in Jerusalem, both academic and admims- 
trative, who have kept the flag of the University 
Nying high throughout these last years, with bud- 
vets mevitably swollen by the greatly increased cosi 
of living, and the task of raising money made more 
diticult than ever by war and post-war conditions. 
But for me, aS a newcomer, it was a humiliating

SERVICEMEN ON PALESTINE 


Most of the signatories to this letter have been 
fortunate enough to have been stationed in, or to 
have visited, Palestine during our service abroad, 
and so were able to see and study the problems of 
the Yishuv at point-blank range. [t is on the basis 
of this experience that we consider the desperate 
struggle now raging in Palestine to be a direct 
result of the past and present bankrupt policy of 
the British Government in Palestine—the appease- 
ment of the Arabs: the inhuman attitude to the 
refugees during the war culminatine in such 
tragedies as the Struma and Patria: the lack of 
appreciation of the tremendous Jewish war effort: 
the acceptance of Arab States as victors after their 
open treachery to the Allied cause: the continued 
imprisonment without trial of thousands of Jewish 
cituzens and leaders: and, to top the bill, the most 
fatuous evidence given as justification for these 
acts im. the recent White Paper.— Group oF

We were profoundly shocked and distressed 
the news of the outrage at the King David-Hote 
Jerusalem Vast quantities of Jewish blood were
